THE BI'OII.S OF WAK.

Sometime ago Acting Secretary Fairclrild in-

structed Mr. Krites, Chief of tho Division of
Abandoned Property, to carry into ollect tho
provisions of tho act of Congress authorizing
the Secretary of tho Treasury to deliver to tho
rightful owners cortain articles of jewolryrctc,
captured by tho United States army during tho
civil war and deposited in tho Treasury De-

partment. Mr. Krites has accordingly pro-pare- d

rules aud regulations which will govern
tho restoration or all such articles, and has just
concluded nil examination or tho articles on
deposit. They aro contained in two boxes and
consist or silverware, jewelry, watches, por-

traits, otc. Ono or tho boxes contained nearly
.WO watches, gold, silver and brass, and a num-
ber or jack-knive- s, pocketbooks, letters, etc
Theso were mainly taken rrom prisoners of war
who died in hospitals around Washington,
Cape Lookout aud Elinira, and were deposited
in tho Treasury by Gen. Ketcham. Somo of
them, however, belonged toUuiou soldiers who
died during the war near the places designated.
Tho other box contaiucd a lot of articles cap-

tured bv Gen. Sherman's troops at Camden, S.
C, in tho early part of 1663. Thoy consist of
family nlato. iewclrr. etc. which had boon do- -

posited in a bank at Camden by Mr. McKao and
other wealthy residents of that section. An
inventory has been made aud it is thought the
articles can bo easily identified by their own-
ers. They will be restored upon application,
accompanied by satisfactory cvidenco ofown-orshi- p.

Tlio two hoxos roferred to contain all
tbo property or tho character described now in
tho United States Treasury, oxcept possibly the
presentation swords belonging to Gen. Twiggs,
aud captured by Gen. Butler in New Orleans.
It is an unsettled question as j'et whether
these swords am bo lestored under tho provis-
ions of tho act referred to above. All tho other
articles mentioned which have not boon re-

stored by April next will bo advertised, aud
such as 6hall still remain in tho Treasury for
ono year from that time will be sold at public
auction.

TIIK OOVKUKMEIfT ON A VACATON.

Tho President docs not intend lo bo bothered
with any business while absent unless Mr. Bay-
ard's bcrap with Mexico shall assume a moro
serious aspect or something clso happens to de
mand attention. Ho has given directions that
bo otlicial mail bhall bo forwarded to him. Any
public business requiring his immediato con-

sideration will he brought to his attention by
the Cabinet officers. To tho numerous special
correspondents who asked to accompany him
upon his trip tho President said that ho was
sure tbo public did not desire that minute
details should ho given of all his movements
during his vacation, as such a course would
utterly defeat thu object aud purposes of his
trip. In recognition, howover, of pardonablo
curiosity as to any incident of interest th&t
may take place, ko has himself made arrange-
ments whereby asy thing that the public ought
to know couceruiug his movements will bo fur-ubdi-cd

tho agents of the regular press associa-
tions.

All tho mcuVbe&sof tho Cabinet are away ox-
cept the Secretary f State. Tho doparturo of
the President lettrcs Mr. Bayard to run tho
Government, although tho latter has the assist-
ance f a larg aud able corps of correspond-eut- s.

Tbo truth is, however, that tho newspa-
per men have heeu a great crohe to Mr. Bayard.
Between tho fisheries troublo and tho Cuttiug
case they have kept him in hot water for
months. It has boon talked around oflato that
he contemplates retirement to private lire The
rumor is given for what it is worth, and that
probably is not much. Mr. Bayard has borno
up bravely under his domustic bereavements,
which havo weighed heavily upon him. Tho
annoyances connected with his recent official
life havo tried him sorely. His faco has a worn
and troubled look, and it would not he strange
if lie should desire rest from tho tribulations of
political lifo. In any event ho is not likely to
retire until ho gets the Mexican imbroglio off
his hands.

THE AUMY'S SUnaLOX-GEKEUA- L.

The appropriation now mado
fur plant aud works is only $l,lf0,000, but tho
amount of work and tho appropriations will
increase as the various new vessels contem-
plated bucomo ready for armament. Tho
order does not go into olfect until tho ltt of
October.

BMALI. CHANGE WANTED.

parts of the country. The supply of these
coins ou hand is entirely inadequate to meet
tho calls for them, and it has been found nec-
essary to call on the United States mints for
an additional supply.

More Folly at Niagara.

On Sunday Wr. J. Kendall, a Boston pollco-ma- u,

accomplished tho feat of safely swimming
tho whirlpool rapids below Niagara Falls. At-
tempts iu tho past have cost tho lives of Capt.
Webb and other famous swimmers. Kendall is
the first man who over swam through and
camo out alive. Relating his experience ho
said that when ho reached tho spot where Capt
Webb is supposed to havo lost his lifo tho water
seemed to go from under him, and a hugo wavo
struck him on tho head and shoulders, knock-
ing him senseless. Ho found his swimming
abilities of uo uso whatever, and never ex-

pected to como out alivo. When cutering tho
whirlpool ho was so benumbed and partly un-
conscious that ho could not uso a limb, and did
not know what ho was doiug. Tho current
took him right into the main eddy, and sucked
him down liko a flash, keeping him under
fully 15 seconds. Upon reaching tho under-
current ho was shot out of tho pool fully 50
foct from its center. When ho roached the
surfaco of tho water ho had partly regained
consciousness, and, knowing thero was no tirao
to spare beforo ho would bo dashed down to tho
lower rapids, ho swam to the shore. Whilo
landing ho was so overcome that he again bo-ca-

unconscious, and his assistants wcro fully
half an hour occupiod in reviving him with
the aid of stimulants and by rubbing. Whon
asked if he would ovor make another trip ho
most emphatically Baid, "No; thoro's not
enough moaoy in the world to induce mo to ro--

this afternoon's experienco; a child would
Eoat tho samo ckauco to go through tho rapids
and come out all right as an oxport swimmer."

Now comes Adam Forepangh, jr., nnd says
that on Sept. 13 ho will havo his famous horse
Bloudin walk ovor a tight rope stretched rrom
shore to shore just bolow the falls. Mr. Fore--

paugh says : " The idea is to stretch a two or
threo-iiic- h steel oblo across, either on tho brink
of or a little bolow tho falls. The wire will
havo to be wrapped with cotton cord, so that
Blondiu's rubber shoes will stick to it. Blondin
is a Morgan colt, Adam, jr., bought near West
Chester, Pa., thrco years ago. Ho was four
years old last Spring. He is Hi hands high, is
compactly built, and weighs 600 pounds. Adam
began training him at Philadelphia early last
Fall to walk the rope. At first the rope was
placed only two feet from tho ground, but be-

fore tho circus started out ho could do a two
aud 30 feet long and 20 from
tho ground. Ho goes backward as well as for-

ward, aud has never yet had a fall. Ho has
no rear whatever or falling, and I don't think
thero is any doubt but that ho will go over tho
falls all right on a still day. He wears a patent
rubber shoo, and is very careful and surefooted.
It is easier for a horso to walk a ropo than a
man, after ho kuows how, for ho has more legs
to balanco himself with. Animals aro not

In answer to the request or Gov. Pattison, or
Pennsylvania, as to whether further stops can-

not be taken to recover the bodies of tho men
who perished in tho mine at Nauticoke, tho
owners of the colliery, the Susquehanna Coal
Company, say that tho task is impossible, aud
they are sustained iu this view by Miuo In-
spector Williams. In tho first place, even if
tho earth should by a miraclo opeu up and lay
baro tho spot whero the men perished, nothing
would bo found but the bones of the unfortu-
nate men. Again, any number of men might ho
employed for six months aud still would not bo
able to find tho bodies.

THE SOLDIERS' ROLL

Of the Houscand How it is Protected

by- - Legislation.

To the Editor: It appears from recent cor-

respondence in the daily press that Doorkeeper
Donclson, of tho Houso of Representatives, has
been contemplating a raid on tho soldiers' roll
in consequence of tho absence of a provision in
tho legislative bill of tho next fiscal year to
relnin or proveut tho romoval of mcssongers'on
said roll, and honco it is optional with tho
Doorkeeper to retain them or uot.

This is a mistake, which can readily bo ascer-
tained by a careful reference to the provisions
in prior bills on this subject. Tho provision
incorporated in the legislative appropriation bill
of tho second session of the 4ath Congress ex-

pressly provides against any iutorferenco with
tho soldiers' roll in tho absonco of action by
tho House.

It will readily ho seen by a reference to said
provision that tho phraseology is different from
that inserted, in any preceding appropriation
bill sinco tho organization of tho soldiers' roll.
All provisions in preceding legislative appro-
priation bills simply provided for tho retention
of messengers ou eaid roll during the availa-
bility and cllcct or said bill. In other words,
they wcro ouly carried from one hill to tho
other. Rut it will bo observed that tho neces-
sity or inserting a provision in each succeeding
appropriation bill has been obviated by a chango
or tho phraseology in tho provision of tho legis-
lative bill of tho lSth Congress, to wit: "And
hereafter messengers on thu soldiers' roll shall
uot bo removed oxcept for causo reported to and
approved by tho House." Hcrctoforo it read,

not subject to removal, except for cause." Tho
words "And hereafter" wero expressly inserted
to avoid tho necessity of providing specifically
in every legislative billon this subject. It will
not do to say that the usual provision for a
"soldiers' roll" was omitted in tho legislative
hill this year.

The Committcoon Appropriations considered
that tho soldiers' roll was amply provided for in
tho preceding hill, which is the law on tho sub-
ject uutil othcrwiso repealed. Tho Doorkeeper
well understands tho object and purposo of tho
House in inserting that clauso, "And hereafter
shall not bo removed." It was put thoro to
provide for tho future as well to guard against

proutless discussion on every appropriation
hill arising ou points of order.

It is true that ono Congress cannot onact a
law or this kind that will ho binding on a sub-
sequent Congress, but after an act receives tho
approval of tho President it is then a law until
it is repealed by a subsequent Cougrcss, nud tho
provision referred to in referenco to the sol-
diers' roll is a law until otherwise ordained by
Congress.

The Doorkeeper or tho Houso is nn executive
officer, and it is his duty to respect and obey
thu law. Ho is not vc3tod with judicial power,
and henco cannot pass upon the legality or con-
stitutionality of tho provisions incorporated in
any appropriation bill, nor cun ho enact or ro-pe- al

a law. Tho fact that it is alleged that 10
disabled soldiers on tho roll are Republicans
will not justify him setting asido a provision of
law.

But what are tho facts in reference to the
political status of tho soldiers' roll? It will
bo remembered that tho soldiers' roll was
organized aud inspired by Judge Holman, of
Indiana, aud incorporated in tho executive,
legislative and judicial appropriation bill of
tbo 41th Cougrcss. first session. Prior to that
tinio disabled soldiers' were employed in difler-e- nt

capacities about tho Houso uudertho Door-
keeper, and carried on a special list, and pro-
vided for by special appropriations, and not
until tho first session oCtho Congre33 was
it designated the "soldiers' roll." Tho political
status of tho roll is tho samo to-da- y that it
was when organized, with this difference,
namely, that seven of the present number wcro
appointed by Democratic Members aud sovon
by Republican Members, and when organized
five wero appointed by Democrats nud nine by
Republicans. Tho roll maintained this status
until Doorkeeper Polk employed methods of
his own invention to get rid of them during his
brief administration in tho 45th Congress.
Crutches and empty sleeves soon vanished from
tho doors and corridors of the Capitol, and men
who could not toll the differeuco between a
mountain howitzer aud a sewing-machin-e wero
inducted into places hold by the mutilated vet-
erans and paraded the corridors with tho airs
of carpet-bagge- rs aad tho impudence of desert-
ers.

Eight one-arm- ed and ono-legg- cd soldiers were
removed from the roll and eight ablo-bodie- d

men assigned to thoir places, many of whom
wcro in their swaddling clothes when tho men
whoso places they were assigned to fill were
languishing in hospitals, wounded aud bleed-
ing. But this fact did uot deter Mr. Polk, as
it was in accordance with tho fitness of things
from his standpoint. The eight soldiers re-
moved woro Republicans, and the Ropublicaus,
when thoy regained power in tho 47th Con-
gress, reinstated the crippled soldiers, who camo
hobbling back to their places.

Ono of tho first acts of tho Republican cau-
cus was lo pass a resolution olfured by that
faithful soldiers friond, Gen. Henderson, of
Illinois, to retain tho crippled soldiers on said
roll. After tho orgauization of tho 47th Con-
gress, Col. W. P. Browulow removed tho eight
able-bodie- d men and appointed in their places
tho crippled soldiers whom Mr. Polk had driven
from the Capitol thoy gavo their limbs to save,
thu3 restoring tho roll to its origiual status,
what the law contemplated it to bo, to wit, a
crippled aud disabled Uuiou soldiers' roll, 14
in number. The word " Uuiou " was inserted,
so as to mako tho roll non-partisa- n, becauso
thero wero no political soldiors iu the war.

Tho only qualification for place on said roll
was to bo a crippled or disabled Union soldier
with an honorable dischargo. So far as wo are
able to ascertain no disabled soldier has been
discharged sinco the organization of tho roll,
until the present time, ou account of politics,
oxcept by Doorkeeper Polk iu tho 45th Con
gress. Doorkeepers Fitzhugh, Patterson, Field,
Wiutcrsmith aud Donolson, have honored the
soldiers' roll, nud thero is no reason why it
should not ho honored in the future

It is not necessary to repeat that Col. Browu-
low honored it, as ho had on many occasions
complimented them for a faithful discharge of
duty, and resisted every pressure aud impor-
tunity coming from disappointed outs and

jealous-minde- d ius, aud handed tho roll ovor
to his successor composed of 14 crippled and
disabled soldiers five of whom camo over to
him from a Democratic Cougrcss, and tho re-
maining nine were Republicans. Strenuous
ellbrls had been made to induce Mr. Browniow
to mako a place ou tho soldiers' roll for a Re-
publican soldier who had lost both feet iu tho
war. But iu order to do this ho would bo
obliged to remove a disabled Democratic sol-
dier, aud this ho firmly refused to do, by declar-
ing that he would nut discharge ono cripplo to
make a place for another. Two vacancies have
occurred on saidroll since thu 47th Congress;
ono occasioned by.the resignation or Cupt. Henry
Cliffduriug tho lirstsc3siounftho4Sth Congress,
and tho other by thedeath of Gon. Staunard
during thu sa-io-u just closed. Both were Re-
publicans aud both vacancies were filled by
the appointment) of Republican disabled sol-
diers to wit, Fernando Pago, both legs olT,
appointed by Doorkeeper James Wiutcrsmith
(deceased), on tbo rccommeudatiou of tho
Michigau delegation, nud Mr. Wilson, of Illi-
nois, who was recently appointed by Door-
keeper Donclson, ou ,tho recommendation of
tho Illinois delegation, to fill the vacancy occa-siou- ed

bj tho death o; Geu. Staunard, of Ver-
mont. This establishes tho uou-parti-- fea-
ture of the roll, as Democratic Doorkeepers
aud Democratic delegations havo appointed
Republican soldiers to fill vacancies occasioned
by the death or lUiiguation of Republican sol-dio- ra

ou said roll, and it also establishes tho
Tact that as tho roll now stands seven have
been appointed by Democrats and seven by
Republicans. Tho roll is composed of men of
every grade iu tho service, from private to
General, aud all have suffered misfortunes and
disabilities which are equal iu character. They
are meu who left politics at home when they
went to the battlctiold, aud stood side by side,
not as Republican or Democratic soldiers, hut
as Union soldiors. They nover permitted poli-
tics to impair their patriotism, nor to disturb
that harmony aud unity of purposo which was
so essential to success in war; aud those who
wero deprived of their usefulness for lifo iu
defense or thoir country aro entitled to equal
and impartial treatment at tho hands of tho
Government thoy gave so much to save. Thero
is a warm aud strong bond of sympathy exist-
ing between Union soldiers that politics can-
not sever, aud a blow at ono is a blow at all.
